The plans disappeared most mysteriously from the workshop of 
the 


Wrights in Dayton about a year ago, and at the time the inventors made 
most thorough search, as they had guarded their secret zealously. 
In 


fact, it will be remembered, so careful were they of ther'-r secret, that 
they conducted their tests a couple of years ago, in the sand dunes of 
northern Indiana. 


DID NOT STEAL THEM 


Wilson did not steal the plans 
He bought them for a song when 


he was in Dayton this last spring. He sawla fellow with the blue prints 
and a* once became intensely interested ir> them. The fe-llow wouldn't tell 
him where he got them, declaring he had found them. At any rate he 
sold them to Wilson for almost nothing, net realizing their value.

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THAW'S CREDITORS 


WANT NEW RECEIVER 


[By Telegraph to The Age] 


Pittsburg, Aug. 11.—The probability 


that some Xew York man may soon 
succeed Detective Roger O'Mara. now- 
serving as receiver and custodian of 
the estate of Harry K. Thaw, is the 
proposition in the much complicated 
case most generally 
discussed in 


Pittsburg. This is based upon the 
provisions of the federal bankruptcy 
law that creditors have the right at 
their first meeting to elect a trustee 
to take charge of all of the property 
oC a petitroner in bankruptcy, and 
than such trustee Immediately super- 
tides any receiver that may previous- 
ly have been appointed by any other 
authority. Acting upon this provision 
it is surmised that the creditors, a 
majority of whom are residents of 
Xew York, are likely to make a con- 
certed move for one of their own 
selection to act as trjiisteo of estate. 
The fiercest legal fight, however, is 
expected, because of reports from 
New York that, should an attempt be 
made to bring Thaw here. District At- 
torney Jerome will oppose any such 
move, fearing that if Th»w is once re- 
moved from the jurisdiction of New 
York courts there will be trouble in 
having him returned to that jurisdic- 
tion. 
Under the bankruptcy law, 


should the referee call for Thaw and 
he fail to appear, such failure would 
constitute contempt. Hence the pros- 
pect of a clash between state and fed- 
eral authorities.

sion of a boiler in the York rolling 
mill, eight workmen were killed, near- 
ly a score seriously Injured" and thou- 
sands of dollars' worth of propcity 
damaged. Theboiler which was located 
in center of the mill, exploded with- 
out a moment's waining. thousands of 
persons being attracted to the sc'.nie 
by the shock. 
A rescue party was 


quickly organized and search for tne 
bodies 
was instituted. A'mbulanc'js 


from the York hospital we:c hurried 
to the scene, but owing to the number 
of dead and injured delivery wagons 
and other conveyances were pressed 
into service. A majority of the killed 
had their heads and limbs toin trom 
their bodies and were so badly man- 
gled that idcnrificaUon was almost im- 
possible.
